Sex or rape? Officer charged

An Inkster police officer will face 
criminal charges of Misconduct in Of¬ 
fice due to allegations of sexual mis¬ 
conduct by a Romulus woman. 

The woman, 24 years old, was 
stopped by Steven James Yagiela, an 
Inkster patrol officer, at some time after 
midnight Friday. Having had a been 
ticketed three days prior by a Romulus 
police officer for driving on a suspend¬ 
ed license, she was afiaid she was go¬ 
ing to go to jail. 

The officer, a five year veteran of 
the Inkster department, told the woman 
that he witnessed her driving erratical¬ 
ly, therefore he suspected she had been 
drinking. She admits that she had 
been. At that time the officer allegedly 
offered to drive her to her home in the 
Concourse Club complex in Romulus. 
Wanting to avoid arrest and jail, the 
woman agreed to let him take her 


horr>e. 

During the drive to her home, she 
gave statements that Yagiela made sev¬ 
eral sexual advances to her. She also 
maintains that the officer propositioned 
her by telling her that she could avoid a 
ticket if she would agree to have sex 
with him. Telling officers and re¬ 
porters the officer kept telling her she 
wouldn't go to jail if she did something 
for him, she said "I just cooperated 
with him." 

Upon arriving at her apartment, 
Yagiela allegedly told the woman that 
if she were to have sex with him, she 
wouldn't have to worry, he would take 
care of it. She admits tfiat she was se¬ 
verely intoxicated at the time, so al¬ 
lowed Yagiela to stay. 

Retrieving a condom from her 
purse, the woman has given state¬ 
ments that she allowed the Inkster po¬ 
lice officer to have sex with her. She 
admits she did not ask the officer to 
leave at anytime.

"I received a 
phone call about 2:00 a.m. from her 
crying about what took place, allegedly 
a rape," said the family fiiend. 

After some preliminary investiga¬ 
tion, the woman changed the story to- 
consensual sex, but under duress. 

The Inkster officer upon question¬ 
ing, admitted that he had taken the 
woman home, and told police that it 
was a consensual situation. He could 
also face internal chaiges on ethics vio¬ 
lations considering the fact he was on 
duty and in uniform at the time of the 
alleged incident, if he is not terminated. 

Shortly after a report was filed with 
the Romulus Police Department. 
Inkster police in an effort to cooperate 
with the Romulus department escorted 
the officer to the Romulus police at ap¬ 
proximately 6:00 a.m. At 3:00 p.m., 
police were still questioning the man. 
Sgt Jeffrey Keefer is in charge of the 


investigation. "We questioned the sus¬ 
pect in an out of custody situation," 
said Keefer. Indicating Yagiela had not 
been placed under arrest 

After an aU day session of question¬ 
ing, Keefer faxed their findings to the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s office ask¬ 
ing for a warrant recommendation. 
That office has decided to issue a war¬ 
rant of Misconduct in Office, a felony, 
punishable by up to five years in 
prison. "The officer will also be sub¬ 
ject to an internal investigation by the 
Inkster Police Department," said 
Keefer. 

Yagiela is 32, married, father to one 
child with another on the way. He is a 
resident of Redford. Interviews with 
people who know the young officer 
show strong support, and disbelief. 
"He is a very gcxxl officer," said one 
supporter who refrained from giving 
their name. "I don't believe he would 
have done what he is accused of."

Derek Johnson, age 48, allegedly 
shot and injured the three victims as 
they sat in a vehicle on Harriet Street in 
Inkster. Inkster police discovered the 
injured people, two women and one 
man at a Citgo Gas Station. The vic¬ 
tims told police that they had been shot 
and were transported to the hospital 
where they were found to be in critical 
condition. After the shooting, Johnson 
fled, when it is believed that he ended 
up at the home in Romulus. 

At 5:10 p.m., Romulus and Inkster 
Police were informed by family mem¬ 
bers that Johnson could be found at the 
Bibbens location. Upon arriving, po¬ 


lice found Johnson holed up and not 
willing to surrender. At that time, the 
Downriver Swat Mutual Aid team was 
notified that they had a hostage situa¬ 
tion. The team consists of police offi¬ 
cers fiom communities who mutually 
serve the team as hostage negotiators 
and swat specialists. Two Romulus of¬ 
ficers belong to the team as swat mem¬ 
bers, two as hostage negotiators. 

A telephone line was set up be¬ 
tween Johnson and police, allowing of¬ 
ficers to speak with him to tiy and con¬ 
vince him to give up peacefully. Nego¬ 
tiators talked with Johnson for nearly 
five hours, finally convincing Johnson 
to surrender to authorities at 11 :(X) p.ra 

Johnson was arrested by Inkster po¬ 
lice and taken into custody. Upon pro¬ 
curement of a warrant from the Wayne 
County Prosecutor's office, he could 
face chaiges of attempted murder, and 
felony firearm. It was not known 
whether Johnson will be charged in 
Romulus.

WCHB, an abandoned radio sta¬ 
tion on the intersection of Ecoise and 
Henry Ruff, burnt to the ground 
Thursday, June 14. Romulus Fire De¬ 
partment received a call at 5:44 a.m., 
indicating the building was on fire.

Window 

Schools: 
past, 
present 
and future

Schools have always been im¬ 
portant to the residents of 
Wayne. 

After the Primary School Law 
of Michigan went into effect in 
the year 1838, villagers here creat¬ 
ed the Nankin School District 
No. 9, and school bells began and 
never ceased to ring out in our 
great city. 

The first school in Wayne was 
a log-cabin type building con¬ 
structed on Main Street, be¬ 
tween Hastings Street (Washing¬ 
ton Street since 1952) and Sec¬ 
ond Street. 

The log-cabin built school 
was replaced in 1851 by a two- 
room, wood-frame building on 
the comer of Kercheval Street 
(Main Street-1952) and Hastings 
Street. Would you believe that 
the building had movable parti¬ 
tions so it could be made into 
one large room? Students who 
completed the course of study at 
the school then could take a 
Teacher’s Exam. If one passed 
the examination they then would 
be qualified to becoming a 
teacher. Oh, how times have 
changed! 

In 1871, the Union School, a 
brick building was built at a cost 
of $19,000. There was also $3,000 
allocated to equip the school. 
The building was used for 38 
years and located at 3824 Sophia 
Street. It was a first to eighth 
grade facility. 

In 1909, the Union School was 
bulldozed and replaced by Roo¬ 
sevelt School at the same site. 
This building served the commu-

nity for the next 54 years. 

As Wayne grew more schools 
were needed and Monroe School 
on Biddle Street became a reali¬ 
ty. Washington School was con¬ 
structed in 1952 on Dewey Street. 

High schools also were needed 
to fill the needs of a growing vil¬ 
lage. 

In 1925, Wayne High School 
was built at Williams and Michi¬ 
gan Ave. The school system was 
now teaching grades 1 to 12. 

In 1946, the Wayne Communi¬ 
ty Schools had the following 
school buildings: Monroe Ele¬ 
mentary School, on Biddle 
Street; Roosevelt Elementary 
School, on Sophia Street; Wash¬ 
ington Elementary School, on 
Dewey Street (Glenwood Avenue 
-1952); Wayne High, on Michigan 
at William. 

The following school buildings 
were acquired through annexa¬ 
tion: Cady Elementary, Wayne 
Road and Cherry Hill; Jefferson 
Grand Traverse, Lincoln Grand 
Travis; Norris Elementary, 
Palmer Road; Patchen, New¬ 
burgh Road; Sheldon Elemen¬ 
tary, Sheldon Road; South Junior 
High, Howe Road. 

The log cabin school that 
opened its doors to a handftil of 
children back in 1838 has become 
a learning institution for thou¬ 
sands of youngsters in the area 

And, what will the 21st centu¬ 
ry bring to Wayne? 

It should be interesting to see 
and read where we go from here.

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Stale Attorney General must help 
homeowners In Belle Poime fiasco 


I’d hate to be in Larry Herrick’s shoes. 
The Westland resident put his name on a 
$252,000 mortgage, for a home in Belle 
Pointe estates, only to have that home unfin¬ 
ished and uninhabitable for months. 

James and Elaine Kitchen have shoes no 
one would want to claim. They gave the 
Belle Pointe builder $41,000 to begin con¬ 
struction of their home. Recently they were 
served with a $204,000 lumber bill and the 
home is far from finished. 

And then there is the story Charles ahd 
Beverly Watkins tell. They claim to have 
purchased a Belle Pointe home for $212,000. 
The put $4,000 and mortgaged the remain¬ 
der. After closing they found their mortgage 
payment were way in excess of the value of 
the property. Upon further investigation the 
“official” documents allegedly show a pur¬ 
chase price of $325,000 and that $80,000 
was the downpayment. 

The Watkins story probably was repeated 
several times, just different homeowners. 
Statistics show that nearly 30% of the homes 
in Belle Pointe have been foreclosed upon. 
In many cases that’s because the mortgage 
payments were much higher than homeown¬ 
ers had initially thought. 

A lot of funny things have been taking 
place at Belle Pointe in Van Buren Town¬ 
ship. For instance only one person appears to 
know who the real owner of Belle Pointe is. 
Originally Coast to Coast development, a 
firm that is the subject of dozens of lawsuits 
in Oakland County was the builder of record. 
But some say they signed over the project to 
Stewart Title, who now supposed sold a 
good portion of the project to LKV builders. 

You can bet none of these entities want to 
take responsibility for the fiasco at Belle 
Pointe. No one wants to admit ownership be¬ 
cause that means they would have to finish 
the many homes that sit in an unfinished 
state, pay the subcontractors who patiently

money, and 
put in street- 
hghts and oth¬ 
er amenities 
the township 
of Van Buren 
has demanded. 

Meanwhile residents in the completed 
homes are angry. One, Timothy Aguirre, de¬ 
cided to take matters in to his own hands, 
and dismantled an unfinished home that had 
set vacant for a year across from his proper¬ 
ty. For his time he was arrested. 

Many claim the real culprit is Amos' 
Knoll, owner of Coast to Coast. When we 
asked Knoll to answer questions he demand¬ 
ed that this newspaper agree to various stipu¬ 
lations in writing. We refused. He did say, 
however, he lost control of the project in 
1999 and that Stewart Title is the real culprit, 
because they did not allow Coast to Coast or 
LKV do what was necessaiy' to finish the 
subdivision. 

Van Buren Township is not blameless ei¬ 
ther. A former building inspector is accused 
of taking a $200,000 home in exchange for 
looking the other way when it came to en¬ 
forcement. And there is a question as to 
whether perfomtance bonds were demanded 
when the project began. Now, many of the 
unfinished homes sport unsitely weeds and 
are a general eyesore for neighbors. They be¬ 
lieve the township should be doing some¬ 
thing about the situation. 

What once held promise as an upscale de¬ 
velopment that would put Van Buren on the 
housing map is now an embarrassment. The 
Attorney General is attempting to sort out 
the responsibility, and I hope she and her 
staff make this a top priority. It is a shame 
people like Herrick, the Kitchen’s and the 
Watson’s face financial ruin because they 
tmsted less-than-honest developei~s. 


Priorities? Why set priorities? 


It’S budget crunch time in Metro 
Detroit and around the state. It 
should be a time when governments 
are setting priorities and preparing 
to reduce or eliminate those pro¬ 
grams that are unnecessary or of lit¬ 
tle value. Are they? Let’s take a brief 
tour. 

Dearborn Heights is a good ex¬ 
ample of the “priorities” set by local 
government. Faced with a sizable 
deficit of about $2.5 million, the city 
proposed a millage increa;^ warning 
cuts would have to be made in the 
police and fire departments and se¬ 
nior citizen programs if the millage 
Med. 

In this writer’s opinion, the pro¬ 
tection of its citizens’ lives and prop¬ 
erty (police and fire) is the primary 
ftmction of local government. Yet it 
is one of the first things cut in bud¬ 
get crunches, probably because po¬ 
lice and fire departments are the 
largest single items in the city bud¬ 
get. Of the optional items in the 
budget, surely senior citizen pro¬ 
grams are not the lowest priority. 

The millage increase lost by a sig¬ 
nificant margin. Mayor Ruth Can- 
field, if quoted correctly in the De¬ 
troit News, appears poised to go 
ahead with the retaliatory budget 
cuts. H 9 wevei; she did hold out the 
possibility of “borrowing” $2.5 mil¬ 
lion fiom the city’s TIFA (a separate 



legal entity). 

This brings up an interesting 
question. How much, if anything, is 
the TTFA currently contributing to 
the city for the police and fire pro¬ 
tection the city provides in the TIFA 
geographic area? If the answer is 
nothing, as is the case in most cities 
with TIFA’s, then why not? 

In Romulus, for instance, based 
on total revenue available to the city 
and the TIFA, the TIFA should be 
contributing (but is not) over $2 mil¬ 
lion to the nearly $9 million police 
and fire budget. TTFA’s collect the 
property taxes on improvements in 
their districts and all of the city por¬ 
tion of property taxes on new devel¬ 
opment. City councils should not 
approve TIFA budgets that do not 
include a contribution to the city for 
police and fire protection. 

In Romulus, a TTFA contribution 
of its M* share would more than off¬ 
set the $1.2 million from the airport 
parking tax that is in jeopardy pend¬ 
ing action by the state legislature. 
The council has not announced a 




contingency plan should that rev¬ 
enue disappear. 

However, the most outrageous 
misplaced priorities may lie with the 
Wayne County Commission. If the 
proposed change to the airport 
parking tax goes through, the coun¬ 
ty stands to lose between $15 and 
$17 million in tax revenue (a relative¬ 
ly small portion of its budget). The 
commission, as well as about a 
dozen state representatives, claim 
that money would all come out of 
the county’s indigent health care 
program. 

Yet there is no discussion of re¬ 
ducing the taxpayers’ contribution 
to the commissioners’ equivalent of 
their individual 401K accounts. At a 
time when private companies are re¬ 
ducing or eliminating the employer’s 
“match” to employee 401K ac¬ 
counts, unless there has been a re¬ 
cent change the taxpayers con¬ 
tribute five dollars for each dollar a 
commissioner puts in the account. 

That’s right, a five to one “match” 
where private plans rarely exceeded 
a one to one match. This has been a 
non-issue for several years. All com¬ 
missioners should be asked if this 
provision is still in effect and if so 
how can it be justified?

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Follow McLaughlin’s compass 


Mark Twain was speaking for 
most politicians when he said: 
“The truth is the most impor¬ 
tant thing we have. Let’s econo¬ 
mize it.” 

Fortunately he was not 
speaking for Canton Township 
board member Melissa 
McLaughlin, a politician better 
known for economizing on 
township spending than econo¬ 
mizing on the truth. 

Case in point: McLaughlin’s 
take on Plymouth-Canton Su¬ 
perintendent Kathleen Booher’s 
resignation after only 2.5 years 
on the job, an abdication that 
capped a year of unprecedented 
behavior swings for an adminis¬ 
trator of the state’s seventh- 
largest school district. 

During the 2001-2002 school 
year, Booher let loose a stream 
of unproven allegations against 
a former school board president; 
announced her intent to resign, 
then flip-flopped after failing to 
land another job; schemed to 
defang an already docile school 
board; and resigned after the 
outgoing school board post¬ 
poned the scheme. 

Given Booher’s gift for drama 
— she recently dressed up as a 
Civil War matron (Scarlett O’- 
Booher?) for Discovery Middle 
School students — her last roller 
coaster year in office could not 



have failed to register on Can¬ 
ton’s other politicians. 

But only McLaughlin had the 
courage to speak out against 
Booher’s cop-out. 

“I guess the idea of not hon¬ 
oring a contract she aereed to 
just 2.5 years ago is not an ethi¬ 
cal problem for her,” McLaugh¬ 
lin said. “It is for me.” 

Saying that “in a better 
world, a person’s word, their 
handshake, much less their writ¬ 
ten signed agreement, [would 
mean] something,” McLaughlin 
suggested enfofcing Booher’s 
contract. 

“The school board should ex¬ 
pect some sort Of refund of our 
money and benefits that we’ve 
invested in Booher’s employ¬ 
ment, as a condition of breach¬ 
ing her contract!” McLaughlin 
said. “I would suspect that if 
Booher had been fired, she 
would expect, or certainly sue 
for, the remainder of her con¬ 
tract from the school district. Is 
a contract a coiitract for one 
party only? If theischool district 


pays her through July 12, they 
have made fools of aU of us.” 

Not content to nail Booher’s 
boorish behavior, McLaughlin 
courageously busted those area 
politicians who had publicly 
supported Booher’s histrionics. 

“Guess she made fools of our 
leaders too,” McLaughlin said. 

Without evidence, those fools 
had accused Booher’s oppo¬ 
nents [two former school board 
presidents] of “spreading un¬ 
truths, disseminating misinfor¬ 
mation, distortions, exaggera¬ 
tions and character assassina¬ 
tion”; and declared that her op¬ 
ponents were “unencumbered 
by the truth and appear to lack 
a moral compass.” 

But after a police investiga¬ 
tion cleared Booher’s oppo¬ 
nents, the fools lacked the moral 
compass to apologize to 
Booher’s opponents for sup¬ 
porting Booher’s allegations 
without evidence, and lacked 
the honesty to tell the unen¬ 
cumbered truth about what re¬ 
ally happened. ^ 

Fortunately for^ Cantoii? 
McLaughlin has a moral com¬ 
pass and the courage not to 
economize on using it. If only 
her courage, rather than 
Booher’s dramatics, were more 
widely imitated in local govern¬ 
ment.

‘Sweatshirt’ offered as an excuse for dismissal

A controversial sweatshirt 
apparently has ended the high 
school baseball coaching ca¬ 
reer of one of the most suc¬ 
cessful coaches in the area. 

Todd Duffield, who has 
served as head varsity coach 
for the past seven years and 


has coached 16 years at West- 
land John Glenn, was in¬ 
formed by the Administration 
that his contract with the 
school board will not be re¬ 
newed for the 2003 season. 

“I am shocked and fiustrat- 
ed,” said Duffield, on Tuesday. 
“I am drafting a letter in re¬ 
sponse to the letter. “I just 
can’t believe that they would 


do tWs.” 

The Michigan Community 
Newspapers’ Coach of the Year 
in 2001, Duffield guided his 
team to a share of the Lakes 
Division title in the Western 
Lakes Conference in the re¬ 
cently-completed season. His 
team posted a 23-8 overall 
record, one of the best records 
by a local team this season. 


In the letter to Duffield, 
signed by Dan M. Slee, assis¬ 
tant Superintendent for Em¬ 
ployee Services of the Wayne- 
Westland Community Schools, 
the veteran coach was in¬ 
formed of his dismissal as head 
baseball coach. 

Slee’s letter, in part, reads: 
“Now that your baseball sea¬ 
son is over at John Glenn High 


School, I am writing to inform 
you that the district will not be 
hiring you as a coach next year. 

“I have completed my inves¬ 
tigation of the sweatshirt inci¬ 
dent in May. I believe you 
demonstrated a lack of accept¬ 
able leadership in that matter, 
both before the shirts were im¬ 
printed and after questions 
arose about those shirts in 


February or March. 

“This is not the type of lead¬ 
ership, or lack thereof, that we 
expect of our coach.” 

Slee’s letter was in reference 
to a sweatshirt that some par¬ 
ents objected to because the 
wording, they felt, was am¬ 
biguous and could be mislead¬ 
ing.

Smith, who will 
be a Romulus High School senior 
this fall, was recently selected as a 
member of an elite team of Peopie- 
To-People Sports Ambassadors rep- 
resenting the United States in 
Switzerland and France this sum¬ 
mer 

“It’s easy to get discouraged 
sometimes. But that’s the great part 
of playing on a team; if one person 
gets a little down, your coach and 
your teammates pull you up.

Buckley sees Frost’s AAU team

James said that he also believes 
that “coaches can never violate a 
trust and never accept the viola¬ 
tion of a trust from the players or 


other coaches. Td be a member of 
a team in any capacity, a person ac¬ 
cepts a role within a group trust. 
Everyone must live up to it 100 per¬ 
cent.” 

Inkster has had more than its 
share of problems on the gridiron 
over recent years. It has been 
mired in the cellar, or near the cel¬ 
lar of the Mega Conference, Gold 
Division, and has not produce a le¬ 
gitimate title contender in football 
for more than two decades.
